Home for people with dementia is deemed ‘unsafe’ by watchdog

Social workers, police and 
paramedics descended on a nurs¬ 
ing home on Tuesday to close it 
down and move out residents after 
a health watchdog decided they 
were at “significant risk of harm”. 

The newly beefed-up Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission (CQC), the body 
charged with inspecting health 
and social care services across the 
country, gave just a day’s notice to 
Merok Park Nursing Home, in 
Park Road, Banstead, that it had to 
close - with some shocked rela¬ 
tives of the 27 residents, many of 
whom have dementia, only finding 
out hours before the closure. 

Adrian Hughes, deputy chief in¬ 
spector of adult social care in the 


south for the CQC, said a number 
of serious issues were identified at 
the home, which was dirty and 
stank of urine, during inspections 
last month and on the first of this 
month, following complaints about 
the standard of care. 

Inspectors identified a wide 
range of serious issues including 
staff not having had criminal 
records checks, residents being 
washed in cold water, under¬ 
staffing, staff working up to 60 
hours a week and not properly su¬ 
pervising the eating of meals. 

Staff were also moving residents 
around in an unsafe manner and 
some had been stuck upstairs for 
weeks because of a broken lift. 

Mr Hughes said the home’s own¬ 
ers, Soondressen Cooppen and his 
wife Maleenee, had been made 
aware of the CQC’s concerns some 
time ago, but had failed to take the 


necessary action. 

In a statement, Mr Hughes said: 
“We have taken urgent action 
today to remove CQC registration 
from Merok Park Nursing Home in 
Banstead because of concerns that 
the people living there are at sig¬ 
nificant risk of harm. 

“Taking any decision, which 
causes people to leave their homes 
is always difficult at any time of 
year - but it is our view, shared by 
other agencies, that it was no 
longer safe for people to remain in 
Merok Park. 

“The level of concerns we had 
here were rare, and robust action 
was needed. 

“The local authority and the clin¬ 
ical commissioning group are in 
the process of moving people to 
other services, and we are continu¬ 
ing to monitor the situation.” 

But Les Shields, from Epsom, 


whose 78-year-old father has been 
a resident at Merok Park for six 
years, told the Epsom Guardian on 
Tuesday he was deeply worried 
the upheaval could put the lives of 
residents at risk. 

He said: “They have no plan. 
Staff are crying. The police are 
down there. It’s a free for all. 

“This is a massive upheaval for 
these people. 

“Many of them are institution¬ 
alised and confused. 

“Yes, it may need to be closed but 
how can you just close it two weeks 
before Christmas with no plan, as 
to where to put these people? 

“We don’t know where to turn. 
It’s absolutely scandalous.” 

Mr Shields said relatives were 
making desperate calls to other 
care homes in a bid to find places.

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Surrey’s crime commissioner proposes £1 m referendum at a recent public meeting. ALICE FOSTER reports 

Would you pay more tax 
to prevent police cuts? 


Pay more tax or lose hun¬ 
dreds of cops. That was the 
stark message from Surrey’s 
police and crime commis¬ 
sioner at a public meeting in 
Ewell on Tuesday night who 
is seeking support for a £lm 
public consultation on the 
issue. 

A victim of antisocial be¬ 
haviour broke down in tears 
and an angry man, who felt 
let down by the police, heck¬ 
led Surrey’s commissioner, 
Kevin Hurley, at the heated 
meeting at the Longmead 
Centre. 

Mr Hurley, who prides him¬ 
self on being straight talking, 
painted a bleak picture of a 
“skint” police force that has 
already sold off nearly all its 
stations and now needs to cut 
300 cops. 

Mr Hurley said: “We are re¬ 
ally sliced to the bone. It’s 
getting worse. We don’t want 


to have ladies like this suffer¬ 
ing as she is and this gentle¬ 
men who feels dissatisfied. 

“I want more money for our 
county for it to be safer for 
my family, your family and 
our children’s families.” 

Mr Hurley asked the audi¬ 
ence of about 25 people, in¬ 
cluding six councillors, if 
they were willing to increase 
the police’s share of council 
tax. The hike would cost the 
average, band D, household 
99p a week. 

Mr Hurley is considering 
spending £lm on a referen¬ 
dum over a proposed 24 per 
cent increase in the police’s 
share of council tax. If people 
vote for the increase, the 
“prize” for police will be 
£25m a year extra. 

He said: “If we don’t pay 
more we are going to have 
fewer officers on the beat, we 
are not going to deal with 


child exploitation in the way 
we ought to, we are going to 
foul up more investigations 
and officers are not going to 
be as well trained.” 

Mr Hurley said Surrey has 
the “worst deal” in the coun¬ 
try in terms of Government 
funding and he has been lob¬ 
bying politicians to increase 
their slice. 

He said: “I can sit there and 
be demure and say I don’t 
want to cause a fuss or I can 
do what I do, which is I’m 
going to bloody well get out 
there and fight for more 
money. I’m going to use every 
tactic, every technique, I can. 
Every means of influence in 
Government to give us a fair 
shake. I’m playing the big 
boys’ game now. 

“You can see my approach. 
I’m a Marmite person. Some 
people like me, some people 
loathe me. I’m guessing in 


this room, by the folded arms, 
there’s a few loathers in here, 
but hey I’m used to that.” 

Councillor Nigel Pavey 
said: “I’m concerned about 
the number of people - in¬ 
cluding in Epsom and Ewell 
- who just can’t afford a 99p a 
week [hike], 

“The need for so many peo¬ 
ple is growing.” 

Mr Hurley responded: “I 
can only say do you want to 
maintain and indeed improve 
our capability with dealing 
with child exploitation, re¬ 
sponding to people defraud¬ 
ing you, train your officers 
better? 

“Or are you happy to see 
the standards drop off?” 

A spokesman for Mr Hur¬ 
ley’s office said it was also 
using YouGov to carry out a 
survey of 1,000 people to find 
out how they feel about the 
idea.

TACKLING ONLINE GROOMING • POLICE FORCES NEED TO MERGE 


Police are “overwhelmed” by 
the number of internet users 
who are grooming young peo¬ 
ple, according to Surrey’s po¬ 
lice and crime commissioner. 

Commissioner Kevin Hurley 
revealed that hundreds of 
cases have been put on the 
back-burner. 

Mr Hurley said: “There’s a 
new phenomenon going on. 
People are grooming our young 
people online for sexual pur¬ 
poses and we are overwhelmed. 

“We have got nine officers 
dedicated to this in Surrey and 
we have got hundreds of cases 


on the back-burner.” 

On Wednesday, Surrey and 
Sussex police announced the 
launch of the first cyber crime 
unit in the south-east as the 
threat of online crime grows. 

Assistant Chief Constable Stu¬ 
art Cundy said: “In the digital 
world a wide range of cyber 
crime is taking place: from indi¬ 
viduals who have been the vic¬ 
tims of financial scams or 
identity fraud, to organised 
crime and child exploitation - 
the true level of this type of 
crime is under reported. 

“Work is ongoing nationally to 


fully understand the scale of 
cyber crime, but meanwhile in 
Surrey and Sussex we have al¬ 
ready recognised that there is a 
need to urgently increase the 
capacity and ability of the two 
forces to deal with this type of 
crime, to reduce the risks faced 
by local people. 

“People now live more of their 
lives online and criminality is 
already adapting to exploit this 
digital environment.”

• Kevin Hurley said police 
forces need to merge in the face 
of large funding cuts. 

Speaking as his force, Surrey, 
announced it was teaming up 
with Sussex Police to tackle 
cyber crime, Mr Hurley said: 

“We are trying to work more 
and more closely. All of this 
work is taking out officers and 
some buildings and some in¬ 
frastructure without any reduc¬ 
tion in what you’re seeing on 
the street.” 


He said Surrey Police now 
shares its police dogs, traffic 
police, public order capabilities, 
regional crime squad, counter 
terrorism team and major in¬ 
vestigations team. 

But if he had it his way, Mr 
Hurley would go even further 
and regionalise all police 
forces in order to make massive 
savings. 

“I would regionalise all police 
forces in the country and so 
doing you take out a fifth of the 
cost nationally like that,” Mr 
Hurley said, clicking his 
fingers.

Kevin Hurley made the comments while 
responding to an audience member who 
asked for police to become “more racially 
sensitive”.

have “some particular religious issue”. 

He said: “I would also like to recruit 
more visible ethnic-minority officers. But 
all these issues come down to money and 
how we break into these groups?”

Mr Hurley said they are trying to ratio¬ 
nalise the control rooms across Surrey 
and Sussex police, the ambulance ser¬ 
vice and Surrey, East Sussex and West 
Sussex fire brigades. 

At the meeting Mr Hurley said: “At the 
moment between those three counties 
and those three different emergency 
forces there are 13 separate control 
rooms. 

“That’s barking mad isn’t it? We 
should just have one when you dial 999.” 



Meeting: Audience members 
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Family ‘terrorised’ by youths near home 


A woman burst into tears at a 
crime summit because she and 
her family feel terrorised by 
young tearaways near her home. 

She told the public meeting at 
the Longmead Centre last week 
that antisocial behaviour was 
rife in the road opposite, Dorset 
Square in Ewell. 

Surrey’s police and crime com¬ 
missioner Kevin Hurley, who or¬ 
ganised the event on Tuesday, 
acknowledged that it was clearly 
a “terrible, terrible situation” for 
her. 

Breaking down in tears, the 


woman, who did not want to give 
her name for fear of reprisals, 
said: “You say that antisocial be¬ 
haviour has gone down and I’m 
sure it has. 

“But for the past two years we 
have been blighted by it. My fam¬ 
ily and I have been victims of it. 
We have asked time and time to 
have a camera pointing out to 
where these youths sit. 

“They vandalise our cars, they 
do everything and we have been 
told ‘no you can’t have a 
camera’.” 

She said the youngsters even 


put fuel in a blue bin and set it on 
fire causing an explosion at 
6.30pm on Saturday, November 
29. 

She said: “What does it take to 
have a camera put up? I’ve had 
enough. My kids can’t go and 
play in the square.” 

Mr Hurley said: “This is a terri¬ 
ble ordeal for you, I know the po¬ 
lice inspector and sergeant are 
hearing this.” 

Mr Hurley asked her to contact 
his office if the situation does not 
get resolved so that he can follow 
up on the issue. 


Thieves use noxious 
sprays to rob OAPs

Thieves preying on pensioners in 
the run-up to Christmas are 
watching them withdraw money 
inside banks and then distract¬ 
ing them with noxious sub¬ 
stances outside so they can rob 
them. 

Surrey Police are hunting two 
Asian women who are believed 
to be involved in stings in Dork¬ 
ing and Espom that netted them 
£1,000 on each occasion - but po¬ 
lice believe there may be other 
victims who have not yet come 
forward. 

Police released CCTV images of 
one supect taken in Dorking on 
December 3 at the time of the 
first incident. 

A woman in her 70s had visited 
Barclays in Dorking High Street 
to withdraw £1,000. 

Shortly afterwards she noticed 
a strong smell and a yellow sub¬ 
stance on the back of her jacket. 

Two women appeared, acting in 
an animated fashion - apparent¬ 
ly to help, but when she got home 
she noticed the envelope contain¬ 
ing her money was missing. 

The next day a man in his 90s 
withdrew £1,000 from the Epsom 
branch of Barclays at 11.30am. 

After leaving the bank, the man 
sat down for a rest on a seat in 
the Ashley Centre when he was 
approached by two women who 
appeared to want to help him 
clean a noxious brown substance 
that had appeared on the back of 
his head. 


It was later discovered that his 
money had also been stolen. 

A Surrey Police spokesman 
said it is believed the victims 
were watched inside the bank by 
someone who then tipped off an 
accomplice outside. 

Detective Constable Errol 
Chetty, investigating officer, 
said: “Preying on vulnerable 
members of society is an inex¬ 
cusable offence and several 
teams are working together to 
identify those responsible for the 
offences. 

“We are now able to release an 
image of a woman who was in 
Dorking around the time of the 
first offence and we believe she 
may hold information vital to 


this investigation. 

“I believe there could be other 
potential victims of these of¬ 
fences who have not yet come 
forward and I would ask these 
people to speak with us as we 
need to gather as much informa¬ 
tion on these crimes as 
possible.” 

The women involved in the 
Dorking theft were both dressed 
in dark clothes. 

One was in her early 50s, about 
5ft lin, stocky and wore glasses 
and a black fur-trimmed hat. The 
other was about 30 years old, 
about 5ft 3in and slim.

“We do not tolerate any dis¬ 
crimination of any kind and are 
committed to creating equal op¬ 
portunities in a safe working 
environment.”

His sister was asked to 
bring a car to the home so 
her father’s belongings 
could be packed away. 

Mr Shields said the stan¬ 
dards of care at the nurs¬ 
ing home have been 
getting “worse and 
worse”, and he and his sis¬ 
ter were surprised when 


the CQC found the home 
had met all of the stan¬ 
dards for which it was in¬ 
spected in January this 
year - an inspection car¬ 
ried out to check if it had 
rectified faults identified 
by the CQC during a visit 
in September 2013. 

He said: “This is meant 
to be a specialist care 
home for elderly people. 


The place is a dump. A 
kennel.” 

A member of staff at the 
home told the Epsom 
Guardian on Tuesday: 
“The CQC said the people 
have to move. They don’t 
want to move, but have 
been told they have to.” 

This paper tried to con¬ 
tact the home’s owners, 
but still awaits a response.

FREE Takeawa 
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Dome plan turned down

Plans for a large sports dome on 
the edge of a nature reserve were 
thrown out last week to the 
delight of campaigners and 
residents. 

Councillors refused planning 
permission for a 31ft (9.5m) dome, 
pavilion, running track and 
sports pitches at Nonsuch High 
School for Girls in Ewell Road, 
Cheam. 

Their decision was greeted by a 
round of applause from the public 
gallery at Epsom town hall, which 
was packed out with about 50 
people. 

Seven councillors voted against 
the plans due to a lack of parking 
spaces, the negative effect on the 
community and the fact the dome 
was “not visually acceptable”. 

Four councillors followed the 
council officers’ recommendation 
and voted to approve the plans 
with restrictions on lighting and 
opening times. 

Asked whether it would appeal 
the decision, the school said it was 
studying the points raised at the 
meeting before deciding its next 
steps.

Beefing up security

A raft of extra security measures 
are being introduced at a hospital 
where a mental health patient fell 
to his death seven months ago. 

But the mental health trust re¬ 
sponsible for the care of Adam 
Withers, 20, who plunged from a 
tall chimney at Epsom Hospital, 
has still not released the findings 
from an investigation into how he 
died. 

Following his death on May 9, 
his grieving friends called for ur¬ 
gent action to prevent a repeat of 
the tragedy. 

At the time Surrey and Borders 
Partnership Trust (SABP), which 
runs mental health wards at the 
hospital, said a report from its in¬ 
vestigation would be completed 
within 60 working days. 

Last week a spokeswoman at the 
trust said: “We have finalised our 
investigation but it does need to go 
to the scrutiny committee. The 


scrutiny process is two step - our 
own internal and then an external 
panel made up of our commis¬ 
sioners. This will happen over the 
next two months. We would dis¬ 
cuss with the family before releas¬ 
ing information to the press.” 

Asked what extra measures had 
been introduced to try to stop any 
further tragedies at the site a 
spokesman said: “These include 
the protection of drainpipes and 
ledges to remove the ability for 
someone to lever themselves out 
of the internal courtyard. 

“A roll bar is also being installed 
to ensure there is no sufficient 
grip to enable someone to climb or 
pull themselves up.” 

The trust said work was being 
carried out on “external gardens”, 
which is due to be completed in 
January. 

A spokeswoman at Epsom and 
St Helier Hospitals Trust said they 
have also made changes to make 
sure other patients cannot reach 
the chimney. 

She said: “On the main entrance 
side, we have increased the height 


of the gates and installed an ac¬ 
cess control system, so only autho¬ 
rised people can access via the 
normal route. In regards to the 
other side, we put up a temporary 
wall which was much higher than 
the previous one. 

“We are now in the process of in¬ 
stalling a new fence and gate in its 
place, which again will prevent 
anyone access through a normal 
route. 

“The later has not yet been com¬ 
pleted, as the area has become a 
point of remembrance and we 
would want the family’s approval 
before moving anything.” 

Health watchdog for Surrey said 
the mental health trust has not 
given them any information on 
what action has been taken in the 
wake of Adam’s death. 

Its engagement and communica¬ 
tions manager, Jane Shipp, said: 
“Healthwatch Surrey has not re¬ 
ceived any information or report 
on the investigation of Adam’s 
fah. 

“We will be asking SABP for an 
update imminently.”

Engineer, pilot and astro¬ 
naut Aldrin had regular 
Skype conferences with lead 
developer of the Slitherine 
Group, Ignacio Liverotti, and 
flew over to the UK for meet¬ 
ings over the 24 months it 
took to build Buzz Aldrin’s 
Space Program Manager. 

The company is based in 
Church Street with interna¬ 
tional offices in Canada, 
France, Italy and the US, and 
it specialises in immersive 
and historically accurate 
strategy games.

Court gives us protection 
that others can only envy 


Mr Patrick’s letter in the Epsom 
Guardian (Court of human 
rights has to “mind its own busi¬ 
ness”, November 20) included nu¬ 
merous attacks on Britain’s 
participation in the European 
Convention on Human Rights, 
which was incorporated into 
British law by Labour’s 1998 
Human Rights Act. Unfortunate¬ 
ly for Mr Patrick, almost all of 
the assertions in the letter are 
factually incorrect. 

To suggest that the European 
Court of Human Rights’ (ECHR) 
judges are not qualified is 
absurd. 


Council of Europe rules state 
that appointees must be of high 
moral standing and possess the 
qualifications required to hold 
high judicial office in their re¬ 
spective member states. 

Yes, standards vary across the 
47 member states, but the bar can 
only be raised through 
co-operation. 

Mr Patrick also claimed that 
the ECHR has grown to “subvert 
and overrule” the UK’s legal 
system. He is clearly not aware 
that 98 per cent of UK cases sub¬ 
mitted to the ECHR are ruled as 
inadmissible, or that the court 


only issues a handful of judg¬ 
ments against the UK each year. 

The overwhelming majority of 
judicial decisions affecting 
British citizens are therefore 
made in Britain and by British 
judges. 

The ECHR is by no means per¬ 
fect, but what political or judicial 
institution is? The court has the 
impossible job of policing human 
rights in 47 countries, including 
serial offenders such as Russia 
and Turkey. 

However, it is undeniable the 
European Convention on Human 
Rights provides Britons with 


legal protections that many non- 
Europeans envy. 

As someone who has visited the 
Strasbourg Court to find out 
more about its work, I suggest 
that those who doubt its value do 
more to learn the facts. Human 
rights are far too important to be 
manipulated for political purpos¬ 
es, particularly when attempts to 
undermine the European human 
rights framework are so fre¬ 
quently based either on deliber¬ 
ate lies or misunderstandings.

The most expensive British 
coin is the Edward VIII 
sovereign that went for 
£516,000 at auction. Because 
the king abdicated within 
months of assuming the 
throne the coin was struck, 
but never went into gener¬ 
al circulation - ensuring 
its extraordinary scarcity 
value.

Earlier this year, a commem¬ 
orative 50p coin created by the 
Royal Mint to mark the 250th 
anniversary of the Royal 
Botanic Gardens in 2011 was 
worth more than 200 times its 
face value just a few 
months later.

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Mixed reaction to 
Stamp Duty reform 



The Chancellor's Autumn State¬ 
ment reform of the 300 year old 
Stamp Duty on home purchases 
has been give a mixed reception 
by local property experts. 

Home buyers in the sub million 
pound market - which accounts 
for "98per cent" of properties - 
were celebrating saving thou¬ 
sands on pounds on their transac¬ 
tions in the new "sliding scale" 
system. 

But many experts say wealthier 
home buyers in the south east 
have been 'penalised' by the 
chancellor's reforms, with what is 
virtually a 'mansion tax' on those 
in the market for homes over a 
million pounds. 

"The biggest losers in this bud¬ 
get are the hard working, aspira- 
tional property owners in the 
Home counties," said James Wyatt 
of Barton Wyatt, Virginia Water 
and chairman of National of Es¬ 
tate Agents (NAEA) in Surrey. 

"The already fragile property 
market will undoubtedly take a 
further hit." 

RICS Head of Policy Jeremy 
Blackburn welcomed the "long 
overdue" reform. 

"These changes reduce distor¬ 
tion and ensure those at the top 
end of the market contribute fair¬ 
ly while those at the bottom will 
be given a fairer chance to get on 
the ladder, cutting out dead zones 
in the market," he commented. 

But Adam Hesse of Surrey 
based estate agents Aston Mead 


said, while the reforms would 
clearly be welcomed by many 
clients, others were being unfairly 
hit. 

"Overall the Stamp duty Re¬ 
forms make positive reading for 
most buyers of homes up to just 
short of Elmillion," he said. 

"Above that though and your 
bill is going to increase... people 
buying above £2.1million are now 
being actively penalised, which is 
not good news for the South East. 
It equates to a one off Mansion 
Tax bill." 

However house builders 
Fairview, who have developments 
across Surrey, say the reform is 
welcome news for 98per cent of 
buyers and a "financial lifeline" 
for first time buyers in particular. 

"This is an added stimulus to 
the market which will benefit 
both first time buyers and pur¬ 
chasers moving up the ladder," 
commented Fairview Sales and 
Marketing director Jim Holliday. 

"Anyone purchasing a property 
priced at £300,000 would previ¬ 
ously have paid £9,000 in Stamp 
Duty. This has now dropped to 
£5,000." 

Leaders Chief Operating Officer 
Claire Tobin also welcomed the re¬ 
form of a system that was "out¬ 
dated and completely 
inappropriate" for today's market. 

But she added: "The only disap¬ 
pointment is that the Chancellor 
did not choose to raise the bot¬ 
tom £125,000 band , at least in 


line with inflation." 

The changes mean duty rates 
apply only to that part of the 
property price that falls within 
each band. 

For example, buyers pay Oper 
cent paid for the first £125,000; 
then 2per cent on the portion up 
to £250,000; 5per cent up to 
£925,000, then lOper cent up to 
£1.5m; and 12per cent on any¬ 
thing above that. 

The average saving is £4,500 on 
an average priced home. 

The MHA association of accoun¬ 


tants, has warned that the 
changes could trigger price in¬ 
creases. But Charles Beer of Al¬ 
varez & Marsal Tax said there were 
"big winners and losers" and that 
the rates for the top of the market 
were very high by international 
standards. 

"(It) could even have the effect 
of continuing the slow-down in 
growth we have witnessed over 
recent months."

Poor petrol deal

Motorists are still getting a poor 
deal at petrol pumps despite a big 
dip in the price of fuel in the last 
month, says the AA. 

Forecourts have taken the blame 
for being slow to pass big falls in 
world oil prices on to motorists. 

But the AA said higher VAT, 
fluctuating exchange rates and 
increased margins over the last four 
years for retailers and suppliers and 
for refiners and market traders have 
all combined to keep pump prices 
comparatively high. 

It says the cost of petrol at the 
pumps is still a lot higher now than 
the average of 118.83p a litre in this 
week in November 2010. 

London has the most expensive 
petrol, averaging 123.2p a litre. 



This third-generation Fabia is as 
good as brand-new from top to 
bottom. The exterior is all-new, 
there's a stack of Euro 6 
compliant engines to choose 
from and revised suspension 
front and rear. It's a fraction 
longer and significantly wider 
than the outgoing car but also 
lighter by an average of around 
65kg. 

On the inside the Fabia gets a 
fresh interior, with a more 
upmarket dashboard and 
improved equipment. This 
generation of Fabia also 
abandons the option of built-in 
sat-nav and goes for the modern 
alternative of smartphone 
'mirroring' to give a variety of 
facilities via apps. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: Although it's 
a shade larger overall than 
before it still fits comfortably 
into the supermini category. 
Where the outgoing car could be 
described as cute and cuddly the 
new Fabia is a little more grown¬ 
up in appearance rather than 
size. It feels classy and grown-up 
for a car in this class. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: 


Modern supermini buyers 
demand ever more from their 
cars so being small on the 
outside is no excuse for a lack of 
space on the inside.

includes four petrol and two 
diesel options, with the most 
popular expected to be the 
74bhp 1.0-litre. Even with two 
adults and luggage on board it 
proves to be a keen and relatively 
refined unit, with sufficient 
power for most situations. It's 
also capable of an impressive 
58.8mpg combined and just 
108g/km of C02. 

WHO WOULD BUY ONE?: The 
Fabia is a genuine car for 
everyone, provided there's 
enough room inside for your 
needs. With the entry-level 
model starting at £10,600 it's a 
viable first-time buy. 


The all-new crossover SUV, 
revealed at the Los Angeles Motor 
Show, is the fifth model in Mazda's 
line-up to feature SKYACTIV 
technology along with the 
company's KODO - Soul of Motion 
design. 

Set for launch in the spring, 
European models will have a
